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Slightly increased activity keynoted the used container market in the 
Southern region the past tvjo vjeeks. Used egg cases _ and early vegetable containers 
moved somevjhat more freely and an emergency situation prevailed on nevj strav;- 
berry crates at Plant City, Florida. Shortage of labor in the manufacture of 
new strav;berry crates was reported to be hampering the gathering of the early 
strawberry crop in that area. Prisoner of war labor was shifted to a manufactur- 
ing plant in the vicinity of Plant City and it is now expected that with m^aximum 
production of crates ci*op losses will be averted. 

NOTE: Any party having supplies of used shipping containers, wooden containers 
for fruits and vegetables or textile bags for sale can aid materially in the 
xv'^-r food program by making the informetion available to interested persons 
through this report.
